According to Schwarz, 90 
percent of businesses voluntarily 
go before the Design Advisory 
Group. Schwarz said the process 
is strongly recommended by the 
town and helps define 
Andover’s overall appearance. 
Schwarz calls it “creative con- 
sistency” and says Andover’s 
rules or suggestions are intended 
to have positive effects on both 
the businesses and the town’s 
facade. 

Some of the potential 
changes may not have an imme- 
diate impact on how the town 
looks, as several current signs 
will be grandfathered in, but 
over time illuminated and neon 
signs could be a thing of the 
past; temporary contractor signs 
will be set back from the road; 
and main sidewalks will be free 


of sign clutter. 

Selectmen Chairman Brian 
Major said the warrant articles 
addressing sign issues are Ones 
voters should support. Select- 
men voted to recommend 
approval of most of them during 
their Monday night meeting. 

“Usually what happens is 
there is a long laundry list of 
things we want to clean up,” said 
Major, adding this year it’s 
signs. 


* Article 42 would give busi- 
ness owners the option to use 
projecting signs instead of free- 
standing signs. Currently one 
freestanding sign is allowed to 
businesses in the General Busi- 
ness District, but they don’t all 
have room for it. 

Schwarz said several busi- 
nesses have gone to the zoning 
board seeking permission for a 
projecting sign when the setback 
of their storefronts don’t allow 
for enough room to put up a 
freestanding sign. She said the 
zoning board has seen this as a 
hardship in past circumstances. 
This bylaw change would elimi- 
nate the costly process of going 
before the zoning board for 
businesses that physically don’t 
have room for a freestanding 
sign. 

On Monday night, selectmen 
voted unanimously to Support 
this warrant article. 

* Article 43 would change the 
language in the zoning bylaw so 
that overhanging signs will now 
be known as projecting signs. 
Schwarz said this makes it more

To clear up any confusion 
about what a projecting sign is 
the definition will also be insert- 
ed into the zoning bylaw. The 
formal definition classifies a 
projecting sign as, “A sign 
which is affixed to a building, is 
perpendicular to a building and 
extended horizontally no more 
than five feet beyond the surface 
to which it is affixed. No sign 
shall project vertically above the 
eave line of the roof.” 

Selectmen voted unanimous- 
ly to recommend approval of 
this warrant article. 

* Article 44 would eliminate 
the use of internally illuminated 
signs in the Mixed Use District. 

A previous Town Meeting 
prohibited this type of sign in 
the General Business District. 
Planning staff feels that change 
went over well and calls this an 
expansion of the restriction. The 
Mixed Use District includes 
Shawsheen Plaza, where several 
of these signs begin to glow at 
night. Current signs would be 
grandfathered in, said Schwarz. 
The grandfather status would 
allow for repairs and replace- 
ment, but if the store was look- 
ing to redesign its sign or a new 
store moved in, it would need to 
comply with the new zoning 
regulations. 

Selectmen voted unanimous- 
ly to recommend approval of 
this warrant article. 

* Article 45 would add neon 
to Andover’s list of prohibited 
signs and devices. Currently, 
animated, revolving and flashing 
signs are off limits to businesses 
in town. 

Selectmen voted 4-1 to rec- 
ommend approval of this article. 

Selectman Ted Teichert voted 
against recommending approval. 
He did not discuss his opposi- 
tion during Monday night's 
meeting, but he did mention the 
Andover Hockey Shop has one 
of these signs in its window. 

* Article 46 would restrict 
contractors from displaying 
more than two signs no larger 
than 12-square-feet each. The 
signs relevant to the work being 
done would also have to be 
placed at least 25 feet from the 
edge of the street. 

Selectman John Hess said he

“Some years are better than others,” he said 
about election trends. 

“| think it’s more happenstance, not a lack of 
interest,” added selectman Mary Lyman of School 
Street, who is also running unopposed. “We had a 
School Committee race for a while, and then 
things suddenly changed.” 

Town Clerk Randy Hanson agreed that low- 
turnout elections happen typically when incum- 
bents are running for reelection.

Ben Gibson might have graduated from 
Andover High School seven years ago, but the 
25-year-old would rather be spending his post 
high school years back in class at his alma mater. 
Only this time, says Gibson, he wants to experi- 
ence the view from the teacher’s seat, 

Gibson was one out of approximately 750 
applicants earlier this month, to compete for 
teacher openings in Andover Public Schools, 
Andover, along with 20 other Merrimack Valley 
school districts, advertised available job openings 
at a teacher recruitment fair sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Department of Education, 

Held at the Lowell Memorial Auditorium on 
March 3, the teacher search was the first in an 
ongoing series of promotions being presented this 
year by the DOE in an effort to find the state’s 
next generation of educators. As many as 25,000 
veteran teachers across the Commonwealth are 
expected to retire by next year, according to the 
Massachusetts Teachers’ Retirement Board. 

The huge pool of prospective new hires 
appears promising for Andover schools, accord- 
ing to town Human Resources Director Candace 
Hall, despite reports of a statewide and national 
teacher shortage looming on the horizon. Hall told 
the School Committee Tuesday night that the vol 
ume of promising applicants has eliminated fur 
ther need for newspaper adverting 

I've worked in other schools,” says Gibson, 
Who majored in physical education at Ithaca Col- 
lege in New York. “But it seems like everywhere 
else you go, you just want to get (those schools) 
up to Andover’s standards.” 

According to Joyce Hennessey, an elementary 
school teacher in a Lowell Catholic school, it’s

$41,502. 

The agreement would also hike insur- 
ance co-pays from $5 to $15 for doctor vis- 
its and $25 to $75 for emergency room 
care. 

In addition, high school teachers who 
volunteer to give up a planning period and 
teach extra classes will receive a $4,000 
stipend per extended teaching block. 

Teachers at Andover High provide 
instruction to students in two 82-minute 
blocks one semester, and also maintain 
duties such as supervising lunch in the cafe- 
teria, or overseeing the parking lot detail. 
The following semester, teachers will then 
teach three blocks without duties. 

During contract negotiations in the fall, 
the subject of block scheduling erupted into 
a firestorm of controversy after the School 
Committee offered teachers a 9.5 percent 
cost-of-living raise on the condition teach- 
ers agree to pick up an extra three blocks of 
teaching time. 

Chairman Tony James had said the 
School Committee’s research showed 73 
percent of 23 school districts looked at have 
teachers teaching more blocks of classes. 
Between “thousands” of hours working 
overtime that was not counted, planning 
lessons, providing extra help and much 
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Andover’s “high standards” which make it the 
ideal working environment for teachers. 

“Where I work, the pay is half of what public 
school teachers make and I don’t receive bene- 
fits,” said Hennessey, who has been teaching at 
the same school for five years. “But I love teach 
ing. It would be nice to find a fit inside a school 
district like Andover, where they have a reputa 
tion for academic excellence and the teachers’ 
working conditions reflect that.” 

While the state braces for next year’s retire- 
ment wave, Andover, at present, is prepared to 
lose 13 educators this year, and Hall said more 
teachers could file for retirement before the end of 
June 

The real problem in filling the gaps caused by 
retirees 1s not a matter of finding new teachers, 
but in keeping them, said George Sheehan, an 
education specialist for the state DOE. 

“The vast majority of people who have come 
to this job fair are new teachers followed by 
career changers,” said Sheehan. “Once they set 
out in the classroom, beginning teachers will 
often find that the job may prove more difficult 
than they originally thought, and they end up 
leaving the profession soon after starting. We try 
to specifically nail down what each person is 
looking for because there are a variety of pro- 
grams available that will help ease them into theit 
desired field and keep them on board.” 

New teacher support programs, added Shee 
han, may not eliminate shortages entirely but hay 
ing them in place does help to cut down on the 
problem. 

On average, 14 percent of first-time teachers 
quit in their first year, according to the US Depart- 
ment of Education. Within three years, 33 percent 


more for students, adding more blocks to 
their “packed” daily schedule was “ludi- 
crous,” said teachers’ union president Tom 
Meyers. 

The new contract's $4,000 stipend for 
teachers picking up extra blocks would not 
be applicable to educators with less than 
three years of experience, or teachers in 
their first year at Andover schools. 

If not enough teachers choose to teach 
added classes, Principal Peter Anderson 
can call in retired teachers, who would 
receive the same stipend. 

According to Naomi Stonberg, an attor- 
ney for the School Committee, the stipend 
provided for educators who choose to pick 
up extra blocks of teaching time will help 
avoid future layoffs and also enable the dis- 
trict to hire as many as eight new teachers. 

But neither the School Committee nor 
the teachers’ union has been clear about 
how much money the school district could 
save under the new contract agreement. 

If adopted, the contract also provides a 
4.5 percent raise for extracurriculars and 
coaching salaries. Out of 180 total work 
days, sick days (10) and personal days (2) 
would not change under the new agree- 
ment, said Meyers. 

Meyers, who fielded educators’ ques- 
tions in a closed-door meeting last Thurs- 
day, said that some teachers did appear to 
have “concerns” about details within the 
contract, but declined to comment on those 
concerns before the vote.

Shells were falling all around 
him, but he persisted in his 
efforts and gave effective first 
aid to the wounded for six 
hours. He organized litter-bearer 
groups and directed the speedy 
evacuation of casualties to an 
aid station. 

Fifty-two years after the war 
was over, Mr. Haugh was 
awarded his bronze and silver 
medals in a local Ceremony 

He was a former president of 
the Andover Exchange Club, 
member of St. Augustine 
Church in Andover and the Dis- 
abled American Veterans, and 
volunteered at the Andover 
Senior Center.

VER NEEDLES AND THREAD, the 
Shop Girls are continuing to 
stitch for a generous mission. 

Wednesday mornings are all about 
stuffing and sewing cloth toys for sick 
and poor children, say the eight senior 
women who make up the Shop Girls, 
an acronym for Seniors Helping Other 
People. This week, they received a let- 
ter from Children’s Hospital in Boston 
thanking them for their shipment of 
clowns. 

“It made me feel good that I was 
doing something for someone less for- 
tunate,” said Claire Francis, one of the 
founding Shop Girls. “I get a reward- 
ing feeling.” 

Francis along with Aurore Boucher, 
Dolores Haley, Shirley Rosenberg, 
Yolanda Madensky, Ruth McSurdy 
and Mary Kusmierski formed the Shop 
Girls team last fall. The women had 
been part of the non-profit organiza- 
tion Dolls for Dolls until it folded in 
June. 

Some of the women say they spent 
a decade or so volunteering their time 
to make cloth dolls for sick children. 
The group had created a vital social 
outlet for these women and offered 
them the opportunity to give back to 
society.

“We sat there and said ‘Now, what

Others were too upset about the 
break-up of Dolls for Dolls to join a 
new group. Some women were getting

The women don’t know how many 
soft toys they've put together as a 
group, but know there are a lot of chil- 
dren who now have something cuddly 
to snuggle up to when they are scared 
or lonely in the hospital 

The Shop Girls say anyone can join 
them, and no experience in sewing or 
crafts is necessary. 

Though the group is currently made 
up of women aged 63 to 90, all ages 
are welcome.

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Engineers of tomorrow 


Teenage girls at Andover High learn about real- world problem- solving 


By Rita Savard 
Erin Cejka was just 5 when 


she first saw the inside of 


NASA, and her future role in a 
workforce dominated by men. 

“I’m going to work here,” 
Cejka, now 23, told her father. 

Her father asked if she had 
her sights set on becoming an 
astronaut. 

“No,” Cejka replied. “I'm 
going to build rocketships.” 

During the course of her 
young life, Cejka’s original 
plans may have taken a different 
turn. But the graduate student at 
Tufts School of Engineering is 
still helping others climb to new 
heights by presenting opportuni- 
ties in engineering to female 
high school students. 

Cejka, joined by other Tufts 
engineering majors, provided 
some hands-on training to an 
all-female audience of Andover 
High freshmen and sophomores 
last week. AHS counselor Sally 
O'Rourke said the Tufts stu- 
dents’ pres- 
ence was part 
of the school’s 
ongoing initia- 
tive to intro- 
duce women to 
engineering — 
a field that is 
overwhelm- 
ingly made up 
of men. 

“Engineers 
play major 
contributions 
in improving 
the quality of 
people’s lives,” 
said Cejka, 
standing in 
front of a 
wide-eyed 
group of 
teenage girls 
gathered in the 


inside a black box, where light 
sensors gave digital readings 
based on the water's clarity. The 
dirtiest water was given the 
lowest-number readings. The 
container holding sand yielded 
the highest readings, proving 
more effective in filtration. 
“Engineers do use more 
sophisticated means of reaching 
a conclusion like this,” joked 
Cejka. “But the whole basis for 
making a filter is seeing how 
water reacts when it travels 
through different layers. The 
end result enables engineers to 
provide third-world countries 
with clean drinking water or, 
like many are doing right now, 
rebuilding water-filtration sys- 
tems in tsunami-devastated 
countries like Thailand.” 
Explaining how engineers 


work in the real world is part of 


the hook, according to Susan 


Staffin Metz, co-founder of 


Women in Engineering Pro- 
grams and Advocates Network.

“If you are a dreamer, come in.” 

The opening lines in Shel Silverstein’s poetry collection 
Where the Sidewalk Ends was a call that inspired Chandra 
Lawrence to begin writing at age 12. 

Inside Silverstein's pages, Lawrence discovered a world that 
was funny, clever and often darkly subversive. It was an open 
invitation that encouraged her to use poetry as an outlet for self 
expression. 

Three years later, the Andover High sophomore is versed in 
the works of Langston Hughes, Edgar Allen Poe and William 
| Shakespeare, and hopes to leave an impression all her own in the 
Memorial Hall Library’s first poetry contest. 

April marks National Poetry Month and the contest for aspir- 
ing young bards calls for Andover students in grades 6-12 to 
experiment with creativity. 

The winner will receive a new computer to compose their 
| poems on. 
| “The same poem can mean different things to different peo- 
ple,” says Lawrence. “It all depends on the person, on how they 
| view the poetry and how it relates to their life.” 

The 15-year-old says her poems change with her moods. 
| Humorous and happy, or sometimes melancholy and dark, for 
| Lawrence it’s about writing what she knows. 

“Plus it would be nice to know if other people think my poet- 
ry is any good,” she laughs. 

Teen librarian Kim Lyn, who brought the concept to the table, 
is hoping the contest will help some students find a new source 
for releasing thoughts and feelings. Adds Lyn, the grand prize 
isn’t a bad incentive either. 

“Poetry is something that’s really accessible to people if 
they’re really willing to open themselves up to it,” Lyn says. 
“Short pieces can affect you so deeply. For teens especially, who 
| can go through a lot of turmoil growing up, it’s a great emotion- 
al format.” 

The Beverly Public Library, adds Lyn, holds an annual teen 
poetry contest each April that draws in about 1,000 entries. 

Approximately one dozen submissions have been collected 
for the Memorial Hall Library poetry contest to date, but Lyn 
predicts many more will pour in before the April | deadline. 

While the final count of poems promises to wield a collective 

| variety of voices, Lyn is expecting to see more of poetry's dark- 
| er side. 
“Some of my teen poets have asked if they'll have to go into 
| therapy after submitting their poem,” joked Lyn. “But it’s good 
| to be able to get even your angst out in poetry. It’s part of the 
beauty.” 

Lawrence says the best advice she can give to young writers 
is, “Do it for fun, but most of all do it for yourself.” 

Local poets Ted and Annie Deppe, who also teach at Phillips 
| Academy, along with artist and writer Mark Schorr, will judge 
| the contest. An awards ceremony and reception will take place 
in May at the library. The computer prize is funded by the Dan- 
| vers Savings Bank and the Trustees of Memorial Hall Library.
